THE ERUPTION OF VESUVIUS. 

The voleanie eruption now. shaking Vesuvius and 
devastating the surrounding country is one of the 
mest violent in the history of that crater. And it 
cannot be said with great confidence. that we know 
mech more about the cause than Pliny, who lost his 
life trying to penetrate the mystery. 
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Although so little is known of the causes of these 
tremendous displays of planetary forces as to make 
it unsafe to take anything for granted, it is probable 
that the worst is over, at least for the present. The 
eruption seems to follow closely that of Mount Pelee. 
The volcano “blew off its cap” and “blew ort” its 
vents, choked up during the long period of its par- 
tial inactivity, 

This seems to have been a result of long accumu- 
lation of energy suddenly released by some tremen- 
dous subterranean explosion. A theory now in 
favor makes superheated steam the chief source of 
the energies the volcano showed in the first ex- 
Under this theory, its activities will con- 
tinue from the same cause, but will lessen as the 
vents are cleared so that there is less opportunity 
for confining steam in its cavities until the explosive 
force becomes great enough for renewed climaxes of

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KEEPING CITY TREES HEALTHY. 

As streets are now commonly paved with asphalt 
| and other impervious coverings, and the sidewalks 
‘of monolithic conerete, the proper supplying of 
| water to trees along city streets has become a seri- 
ous problem. 

The latest attempt to overcome the difficulty 1s to 
| resort ‘ sub-irrigation, a method that has been 
| practiced with great success in several German cities. 
| Iron pipés are laid 10 to 16 inches beneath the level 
vf the street and 3 to 6 feet “rom the trees. Water 
| from the street maing. is turned into these and es- 
i capes through openings left on the upper side at 
| proper intervals, care being taken during the laying 
| of the pipes to imbed them in a filling of gravel 
and to protect the openings with brick or tile to pre- 
vent the soil from filling the openings and thus stop- 
ning the supply. 

It is declared that the result of irrigating trees in 
this manner is very observable, it making itself seen 
in the greater luxuriance and denser leaf growth of 
the watered trees compared with trees left to chance 
waterings.

Physic Expert Friend of Former 
Omaha Man, Says Son 
Sent Message.

OMAHA, Neb., April 14.—William H. 
Allen, formerly a well-known and popu- 
lar educator of Omaha, Kansas City and 
other Western cities, who recently died 
of apoplexy at Edgemont, S. D., where 
he was Superintendent’ of the fPublic 
Schools, had a strange dream one night 
a@ year ago in which he was forewarned 
of the precise time of his death. 

In his dream, as Mr. Allen'related it 
later, he saw a map representing a view 
of 50 years, or all but one year of his 
life. The map was divided into five sec- 
tions, each section representing a decade 
of his life, all the principal events and 
many of the incidents. of which were 
clearly revealed to him. 

He took up the map and examined it 
section by section, smiling here over 
ever some bit of comedy in his life, 
weeping there over some bit of tragedy 
and living over again the years agone. 
When he was done with the fifth sec- 
tion of the map he laid it aside and 
reached for a sixth. But-he found no 
sixth. 


Warned of Fatal Sickness. 


Again picking up the fifth section he 
discovered in bright red letters in a 
corner thereof a command to turn it 
over and read what was written on the 
reverse side. He turned it over and 
there found a map presenting a clear 
view of the last, or fifty-first year of 
his life, and a forecast of’ the next, or 
fifty-second year. 


The forecast told him that a sickness 
would befall him at the end of his fifty- 
second year and besought him to be 
careful. of his health lest the sickness 
should end his life, and then a voice 
whispered in his ear telling him that he 


would fall -ill on his fifty-second birth- 
4day and that if ne did not die then he 


would live to be 80 or 90 years of age. 
Mr. Allen was amused rather than de- 
pressed by the dream and treated it 
lightly when he related it to his family 
and to some of his friends the next day. 

“We have all sorts of dreams,’’ he 
said. ‘‘There is no accounting for them, 
but they are not to be taken seriously, 
especially as forewarnings.”’ 

Mr. Allen on his fifty-second birthday 
arose apparently in excellent health. 

“Do you know," he said to his wife 
at the breakfast table, ‘‘that I never 
thought of that strange dream I 
dreamed a year ago after I related it 
to you until I got up this morning? It 
came into my mind again when I was 
dressing. I never felt better or less 
like dying in my life than I do this 
morning and I am fearful that that 
dream is going to disappoint me by 
failing to fulfill itself. 


Stricken on Birthday. 


Mrs. Allen then told of her worries 
and urged her husband to be careful 
about his health. 

Mr. Allen went to the school, but in a 
short time he returned to his home and 


complained of not feeling well. 

The family physician came and as- 
sured Mr. Allen that he would soon be 
well again. 

A short time later Mr. Allen was sit- 
ting in his armchair by a window read- 
ing his morning paper, Suddenly the pa- 
per fell from his hand and he fell for- 
ward upon the floor. : 

His wife heard the sound. made by the 
falling body and hastened to her hus- 
band's side, but he was dead. The 
dream of the year before had come true. 

Physicians who were summoned pro- 
nounced the cause of death to have been 
apoplexy. 

Twenty years ago Mr. Allen’s infant 
son died and a psychic expert, a friend 
of his, to whom the story of the dream 
was related, said: “It was Mr. Allen's 
son who whispered to him in his strange 
dream a year ago. The son was ola 
enough to warn him. He could not teli 
his father that he would die at the end 
of the year, for he was earth-bouna 
and was not permitted to do so. But he 
gave him all the warning he could that 
when the summons came he might be 
prepared to die.’’

George R. Young, wanted here for em- 
bezzlement, committed suicide in a hotel 
in Mount Holly, N. J., after being ar- 
rested yesterday. His son, Lewis W. 
Young, member of the Baker Grand and 
Stock Co. of the Century Building, was 
making an effort to clear all debts when 
word was received that the elder Young 
had ended his life with cyanide of po- 
taesium. 

George RFR. Young was cashier and 
chief clerk for the Postal Telegraph and 
Cable Co. until the early part ef Janu- 
ary, when he disappeared and a shortage 
of over $500 was discovered. Then a 
tailor, a money lender, two diamond 
time payment concerns and others 
showed up with accounts which they 
said were unsettled. 


The son has wired the authorities at

The last heard of Young before his ar- 
rest at Mount Holly was when he left 
a Mobile & Ohio train at Cairo, Ml, 
about Jan. 10. He disappeared from St, 
Louls under rather mysterious circum- 
stances, 

For nearly two years he was employed 
as cashier and chief clerk to 8. H. 
Mudge of the Postal Telegraph Cable 
Co., where he made an enviable reputa- 
tion. He was always attentive to his 
auton and was particular about all de- 
tails pertaining to his work. 


HAD BORROWED MONEY. 


After his disappearance it was learned 
that Young had borrowed money from 
his co-employes and had purchased dia- 
monds from time-payment houses for 
which he had not paid. 

Though 55 years of age, he looked 


no more than 36, and wore particu- 
larly. flashy clothing. He was a 
“lady’s man” and had great personal 
magnetism. Miss Sylvia Heuman, sten- 
ographer at the Postal Telegraph Co., 
gave him some of her jewelry to keep 
for her and she says she has never seen 
it since. 

Young, while in St. Louis, was more 
of a chum than a father to Lewis W. 
Young. They lived and were often seen 
together. The father, however, never 
lived at the same place long at one time, 
Among the different places he resided 
at were 4133 Lindell boulevard, 3813 
West Pine boulevard, 4133 Page boule- 
vard and 4418 North Twenty-first street. 

Just before he disappeared Young 
visited an Olive street tailor and or- 
dered’ a suit of clothes and an overcoat. 
He had them fitted, criticising the work 
freely, and when the clothes were de- 
livered he tendered e check for $65 on 
the Third National Bank in payment. 
The check was returned, marked ‘No 
funds.”” When the tailor investigated 
he found that Young had left the city 
on the same day that the check was 
issued, 


Seen With a Blond. 

Then the inquiry began. It Was 
learned that a blond woman known to 
his. brother employes as “Clara’’ often 
called for him evenings and was seen 
with him on the streets. He kept her 


identity a secret even from his son. 

After the disappearance of his father 
and the expose which followed, Lewis 
tried to straighten out the tangle. 
Within the last two days he had dis- 
cussed the chances of squaring all ac- 
counts for his father and had decided 
that he would on Monday go to the 
persons most interested and offer a 
monetary settlement, when the news 
came of his father’s arrest and subse- 
quent suicide. 

A reward of $100 offered by 
Fidelity and Deposit Co. of Maryland, 
which went surety for Young to the 
Postal Telegraph Co., was responsible 
tor the arrest. A requisition for his 
return to Missouri was being made 
out and a detective was ready to bring 
him back when word was received of 
the suicide. 

Before he came to St. Louis Young 
was cashier for Wanamaker & Brown 
of Philadelphia. He always bore a 
Z0od reputation,

WASHINGTON, April 14—With Ma- 


} sonic ceremonies the corner stone of 


the $4,000,000 office building of the House 
of Representatives was laid today. The 
President, his Cabinet, social, official 
and diplomatic Washington witnessed 
the ceremonies and then listened to the 
President’s speech on “‘The Muck Rake” 
and heard him tell the members of the 
United States Senate what their duties 
were. 

Architect Woods, in charge of the cel- 
ebration, planned to make it rank with 
the laying of the corner stone of the 
Capitol. Seats on raised platforms had 
been provided for some 3000 persons and 
even these were not sufficient for the 
crowds which came to witness the serv- 
ice. 

As the red-coated Marine Band came 
swinging along playing a  quickstep, 
Vice-President Fairbanks and some 40 
senators marched into the reservation 
set apart for them. After bowing to 
the senators the Vice- President walked 
over to the space reserved for himself 
and the President. He had hardly seat- 
ed himself when the President, accom- 
panied by Mr. Roosesvelt, Mr. and Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth, Mrs. Longworth 
and other invited guests arrived. 

The President lifted his hat and bowed 
to the senators, but none of them, with 
the exception of Senator Kean of New 
Jersey, returned the salute. 


Masonic Members Arrive. 


The members of the Grand Lodge ar- 
rived and Grand Master W. A. Brown 
took his Station beside the great corner 
stone of white marble, which bore the 
inscription “A. D. 196." Prayer was 
offered by the chaplain of the Grand 
Lodge and Grand Master Brown was 
handed a silver trowel made for the oc- 
casion and donated by the Sons of the 
American Revolution of the District of 
Columbia. A heavy bronze box, made 
by two Master Masons employed at the 
Capitol, was then brought out, and in 
it were placed the following articles: 

The Holy Bible, copy of the Declara- 
tion ‘of Independence, copy of the Con- 
Stitution of the United States, Ameri- 
can flag, presented by boys of the Ju- 
nior Republic; copy of volume “History

Talked Directly to Senate. 


President Roosevelt talked directly at 
and to the United States Senate when 
he had concluded the ‘‘muck rake’’ part 
Of his speech. The President seemed to 
his opportunity and smiled and 
leaned half way out of the platform 


when he wanted to drive each thrust 
home. 

The Senators present listened and 
laughed, but some of them character- 
ized the speech after it was concluded 
as a “lecture.” Senators Foraker, Al- 
drich, Allison, Dolliver, Hopkins and 
others sat directly in front of him, 
and the President could have touched 
them with his outstretched hand had 
he chosen to do so. In teiling the 
Senators of the necessary character- 
istics of a public servant, the Presi- 
dent shot out his words with explo- 
sive suddenness and leane@ far out 
over the heads of his hearers. 

The tax on great fortunes, both cor- 
porate and individual, was the new 
feature of the President’s speech to- 
day. He delivered a part of the same 
speech at Speaker Cannon's dinner to 
the Gridiron Club some weeks ago, 
but not the inheritance tax part. He 
is opposed to posthumous. avarice and, 
while he would not limit the fortune 
a man can accumulate in a life time, 
at his death he would have steps 
taken to prevent the fortune through 
increases becoming a menace. This 
Was received with applause by the 
Democratic Senators, few of whom 
have fortunes which could be regard- 


| ed as a menace to anything. The Re- 


Publican Senators did not appear to 
take so kindly to this newest theory 
of the President. 


President's Speech. 


In beginning his speech the Presi- 
dent, good naturedly, turned and ad- 
dressed Representative Cannon, who

The anti-annexationists along the rock road to 
Belleville won a skirmish in the County Court 
at Belleville yesterday when their petition for 
the incorporation of Ridge Park was passed 
upon by Judge John B. Hay and found gsuf- 
ficient. Judge Hay indicated that he would 
name the date for the election Monday and 
ulso name the judges and clerks of election. 

The territory which it is proposed 4o_in- 
corporate extends from a point east of Dewey 
Station to the Dutch Holiow road at Harmony. 
The main purpose ofthe proposed incorporation 


is to defeat the proposed annexation to Belle- 
ville of a strip along the rock road from the 
present city limits to Edgemont at the foot 
of the bluffs, half way to East St. Louis. 

An attempt made some time ago to annex 
the strip failed through the insufficiency of 
the petition presented, but another petition is 
being circulated. 

Inasmuch as the success of the incorporation 
project would defeat, for the time at least, 
the annexation movement, it is supposed that 
the annexationists will do all they can to de- 
feat incorporation at the election. If the 
territory embraced in the petition is ineor- 
porated, Belleville would only be able to annex 
all the way to Edgemonc by going ‘around the 
incerporated village of Ridge Purk on both 
sides. That would create a condition where 
fhere would be an incorporated Village inside 
the elty limits of Belleville, 

The argument for annexation is reduced car- 
fare, but officials of the Eest St. Louls &

LOCAL MARKET QUIET 





Tendency of Prices for the 
Week, However, Is 
Downward. 

BY R, 0. JOHNSON, 


We have turned the corner in the 
money market, but this’ does not mean 
that a big bull speculation is at hand. 

On the contrary, it indicates that secu- 
rities must be kept quiet until conditions 
become more normal; else a crisis in 
financial affairs may result. 

Gold imports during the week and 
since March 12 have reached a total of 
nearly $15,000,000, which on a banking 
$60,000,600, figuring on a marginal basis 
$40,000.00, figuring, on @ marginal basis 
of about 25 points. 

This is therely a drop in the bucket 
from the stock market standpoint and 
can be sapped up in a week's period if 
a big upward movement is again fos- 
tered. 

That such a movement will not be 
permitted has been conclusively demon- 
strated in the action of leading financial 
interests in the past two weeks, for there 
is not the guestion of a doubt that the 
excessive raes for cal] funds were more 
or less manipulated, and were brought 
about to restrain a certain class of reck- 
ness bull speculators who have made a 
great deal of money in the past two 
years and who were fast carrying prices 
to a point where a crash would have 
been inevitable. 

Obviously if necessary measures were 
taken to check speculation owing to the 
danger of the money situation, it is 
unreasonable to expect a quick return to 
these same conditions, on a Slight im- 
provement in the money market. For 
a return to these same conditions means 
a return of the same dangers, which 
all recent efforts ‘have been to eliminate. 

This places the market then in a posi- 
tion where speculation is restrained, the 
trading is left to a certain class ol pro- 
fessionals who operate on both sides of 
prices. A narrow trading market is the 
result.

CATTLE LOWER AT 
LLOSE OF LENT 


Eastern Markets Not Buying 
and Dressed Beef Trade 
at Standstill, 


Receipts of cattle at the six principal 
western markets last week were 189,900 
head, against 153,000 the week before; 
the run at St. Louis was a little heavier, 
being 14,383 head. 
steady on Monday, but later those of the 
week closed 10@15 cents lower than the 
week previous. A very choice load of 
white-face yearlings of 1085 Ibs topped 
the market at $5.50. Sales above $ were 
few, most offerings making $4.45@4.80 
for medium grades of 900@1150-lb kinds. 
Good to choice steers sold from $5@5.65; 
medium to good ones from $1.60@5; com- 
mon to medium, from $4@4.50; and the 
inferior class from $3.%5@4. 

Weakness generally characterized 
trading on butcher stock. The last week 
of the Lenten season is thought to be 
the cause of the poor demand, as pack- 
ers say the dressed beef trade is stag- 
nant. The week ended fully l5e lower 
than the close of the week preceding. 

Several loads of good’to choice heifers 
soid at $4.65@4.75, while most small par- 
cels of common and pretty good grade 
went at $344.8. <A few choice cows 
went around $4.0 with most medium to 
good at $3.35@4.2 and a few ecanners 
and cutters under $3. Choice fat bulis 
are quotable from $3.90@4.40; good fat 
ones from 33.0@3.8; while the heavy- 
weight half-fat kinds are selling from 
$5. 25@3. 40. 

The market on southern cattle was 
generally steady the first several days; 
prices descended mostly 15c, while some 
sales showed a loss of 20c, as compared 
to the close of the week previous. East- 
ern markets have been in bad shape, re- 
moving competition through that source. 
Receipts comprised mostly steers. The 
highest grassers of the season. sold 
Wednesday for 4.6, with a very good 
string from Tulfurrias at $4.60 on the 
day following. Most of the steers have 
been cake and grass and straight. grass- 
ers, fair to good, sold at $4.25@4.60; while 
the proportion under $ was very small. 
A few fed cows sold at $3.85, and 
straight grassers at $3.3, with canners 
going at $2.10. 

Hogs in Slight Advance. 

Total hogs at six Western markets, 
240,000 head, against 299,800 head the 
week previous. The receipts at St. Louis 
were only moderate, 25,333 head. 

Good to choice heavy hogs were very 
scarce. There was a fair representa- 
tion of pigs and lights from Southern 
Missouri. Very little change has taken 
place in prices, but considerable 
strength was shown each day. The 
top of the market was $5.55 at the close 
of the week. This shows an advance of 
about 10c on good butcher and packing 
kinds, but others are about steady. The 
bulk of the hogs from $6.35@6.45 at the 
close of the week, against $6.20@6.40 
Monday. 

Good Mutton Scarce. 

Receipts of sheep were 167,300 head, 
against 161,750 the week preceding. The 
supply at St. Louis aggregated 4270 
head, a good many of these - being 
brought in by local slaughterers. The 
receipts have not been enough to supply 
the demand, consequentiy the good 
kinds have sold extremely well and 
good, fat mutton sheep are as high 
as any time. during the winter. 

Some nice spring lambs sold at $9, 
while a consignment from Kentucky 
sold at $9.75 and averaged 47 pounds. 
Western lambs sold from $6@6.25, and 
clipped native lambs at $5.60, with a 





few native sheep at $5.75 and some at 
$5.25. A load of 98-pound stockers sold

than for years. Bound for the waters and 
woods and the greening fields of the North, 
they are hurrying over St. Louis every night, 
myriad, many, wonderful in habit, unerring 
in instinct. 

Northern Missouri and the States of the 
Upper Mississippi. Valley have from 250 to 
325 different birds; from 200 to 275 of these 
migrate north between the first of April and 
the middle of May. Just now this migration 
is at its height. The geese and ducks have 
gone on in advance and, after many rebuffs, 
have driven winter headlong over the Cana- 
dian border. The song birds and all the other 
little feathered creatures which troop along 
after these bolder and stronger migrants are 
bringing up the main bird body and the chir- 
ruping rear. The robins and bluebirds led 
this songful procession.» 

The night is the bird’s favorite time for 
traveling. At night hawks and other birds 
of prey are asleep, and the songster may ven- 
ture out of the sheltering copse and cruise 
the high seas of the sky without fear. -If 
you will step outside tomght and listen, you 
may hear them passing. 

Their plaintive little cries are calls of en- 
couragement to one another. If the winds 
are buffeting them about, their shrill notes 
betray their distress, and you may be sure 
they will not’long wear themselves out try- 
ing to oppose a contrary wind. Some place

birds are famous for the imnumerable : host 
which they assemble in migration.. It ts not 
uncommon to see a flock of them which can- 
not number less than ten or even twenty 
thousand birds. Unlike most of the small 
birds, too, the blackbirds do a great deal of 
traveling during the day. | 

Some of the night flyers are great travel- 
ers. Even blackbirds, which do too much 
dipping and talking to get anywhere much, 
can make 200 miles in a night. The swift- 
winged jacksnipe can do twice as much when 
he gets a stiff south breese at his back. The 
ducks can do such wonderful feats of fly- 
ing in a night that ornithologists are timid 
about publishing the results of thew obser- 
vations. It is apparently true that some of 
these flyers make as much as 1500 miles 
without stopping, and that ducks, like the 
canvasback and the pintail can cover five, 
six and eight hundred miles between dusk 
and dawn. 

The larger and swifter birds usually fly 
higher than the little songsters. On foggy 
nights they are all pretty much at'sea, Often- 
times a flock of birds,.groping along, will get 
tangled in a tree top or clump of trees.

Have you ever heard of the Salton Sea? 

The Salton Sea is the newest sea on earth. It is 
brand new, Where it rolls today was dry sand a 
year ago. Where it is deepest today, with almost 
200 feet of water, was dry sand two years ago. 

The Salton Sea was formerly the Salton Basin. It 
is in Southern California, slightly northeast of 
Yuma, Ariz. The Southern Pacific Railroad runs 
around it on the north. Formerly the railroad ran 
through the basin, but since the Salton became a 
sea, the railroad has been driven to higher ground. 

This Salton Basin was the lowest place in the 
United States. It dipped down to 280 feet below 
sea level, and in some of its sinks it was more than 
300 feet below sea level. The occurrence of such

a pocket in the earth was not hard to explain. For- 
merly the Gulf of California had extended considera- 
bly further north than it does today. The Colorado 
River, which carries more sediment, perhaps, than 
any other river in the world, ran down along the 
east shore of the old guif and poured in its deposits 
until the north end of the guif was cut off and left 
to dry up. This produced the Salton Basin, which 
has never failed to interest whoever has seen it. 

In the bottom of this basin is a rich deposit of 
rock salt. This has been removed in great quantities. 
If you have ever seen an ice harvest, you will un- 
derstand how it was taken out, the only difference 
being that the salt was scraped up instead of being 
sawed out in blocks. The scrapers were run by gaso- 
line motors, and they plowed back and forth over the 
white field, leaving the salt in little piles for the 
wagons, which carried it off to the drving house.

As is the case with many 
domesticated -animals, it is “more prolific than ite — 
wild allies, and the number in the litter varie< tro 
five to ten. In rabbit catching ferrets are muzzled, 
because if allowed to enter unmuzzied they are’ likely ke 
to remain in such good quarters as the rabbit war- 
rens and slanghter the decupauts one after another. 
All entrances to the burrows are closed by means 
of small bag-like nets, in whieh the rabbits are 
caught when they bolt; but sometimes they are al- 
lowed to bolt freely and are either shot of coursed.

EW persons have ever heard of the Giantbeast, 
the bones of which have just been dug out 
near Burlin, O. T., by John T. Taylor and 

other citizens of that place. The Giantbeast, scien- 
fifically known as the Titanothere, is the largest 
quadruped that ever existed in the Mississippi Val- 
ley. It exceeded in. bulk the mammoth and the 
mastodon, weighed more than two tons, stood higher 
than an elephant, carried two huge horns similar to 
those of a buffalo, was armored in a skin like that 
of a rhinoceros, and was the king of beasts in this 
part of the United States. It was a great, sluggish 
brute, famous for having had the smallest brain, in 
proportion to its size, of any creature known, but 
so powerful that no other living thing could stand 
against it. 

The Oklahoma bones measure 4 feet 1 inch long in 
the femur, or thigh bone; 3 1-2 feet long in the fore- 
leg and 4 feet across the horns and the top of the 
skull. The description of them furnished by the 
discoverer, Mr. Taylor, identifies them as being the 
bones of a Giantbeast. 

There has never been another experiment equaling 
in interest and perseverance that which finally re- 
sulted in the creation of an animal kingdom suited 
to the exigencies of existence upon the face of the 
earth. The first creatures were altogether too large. 
Their appetites being proportioned to their avoir- 
dupois, as appetites usually are, they continually 
sought for food. The result was that they were vo- 
racious beyond any subsequent animal creature. The 
dinosaurs afford an illustration. Some of them were 
more than 100 feet long. Others, like the huge 
Brontosaurus, or thunder lizard, were shorter than 
that, but what they conceded in length to the pleisio- 
saurus they speedily added to their breadth. 

The Stegosaurus was but 25 feet long, but its curv- 
ing back arched more than fifteen feet above the 
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ground. The Tyrannosaurus was another short 
heavyweight, and a terror, too, as its name indi- 
cates. Triceratops, the armored dinosaur, was 
another short, thick fellow, The Hadrosaurus, upon 
the other hand, was a creature of tremendous length 
and weight. 

The Giantbeast was of another creation, but a 
scarcely improved one. It, too, was an experiment 
and a failure. Scientists have been puzzled to under- 
stand why a creature should ever have been created 
with two tons of flesh and bone and with a brain 
no larger than that of a dog. The actual w eight of 
the Giantbeast’s brain could not have been more 
than a pound, which is so astonishingly inadequate 
that it might be said that in all the time of its ex- 
istence (and it probably lived for many centuries be- 
fore becoming extinct) it probably never once really 
knew just what it was about. 

Lutauny, the Giantbéast’s huge bulk, terrible horns 
and armor-plate epidermis rendered it more or less 
immune from other predatory creatures. There were 
boars and rhinoceri in this 
same country in that day, but the stupid Giant- 
beast could knock any of them out with a flirt of 
his great head, while the weight of his foot was fatal 
to almost any creature luckless fall 
under it. 


terrible hyenas, cats, 
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Just what was the favorite range of the Giant- 
beast has not been ascertained, but it probably w 
dered over all of the Mississippi V alley. The Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History at nine York has a 
skeleton of one made up from bones found in the 
Bad Lands of the Dakotas, and other bones have 
been found in Wyoming and Utah. The creature 
was not so plentiful as the dinosaur, and the bones 
of it are rare. They usually occur in the rocks, and 
when so found are harder and easier preserved, 

After the Giantbeast, the largest of the old crea- 
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tures in the Mississippi Valley was the Stegosaurus, 
an arch-backed dinosaur, which occurred as far 
south as Texas. The Stegosaurus was big enough 
to intimidate a mammoth. It was protected by won- 
derful scales, and a series of plates rose edgewise 
along its spine, giving it a distinctive appearance. 
The Brontosaurus, which is supposed to have been 
the hugest creature upon the American continent. oc 
curred slightly west of the place where the big Okla 
homa bones have been found. Bones of the Bronto 
saurus may be seen in the Bad Lands of New Mex 
ico, and particularly in the petrified forests. The 
femur of one of these creatures is as long as a man. 
and, the bones being always petrified in that coun- 
try, they usually lie where they are discovered, be 
ing too heavy to be freighted out across the sand 
It is only when some scfentific expedition goes ont 
for skeletons that these*great bones are removed. 
and usually such expeditions confine their work t 
the Wind and Green River country in Wyoming. 
which is the world’s paradise for the paleontologist. 
It would be difficult to liken the Giantbeast to 
any creature of today, but if one should attempt to 
do eo. there is about it. perhaps, more resemblance 
to the rhinoceros than to any other quadruped. The 
bodies are similar, but the heads are much different, 
the -head of the Giiantbeast carrying the horns side 
by side, as the bison and buffalo do. 
“The Giantbeast was a strange combination of the 
rhinoceros and the bison. It was too unwieldy to 
survive, 80 economical nature withdrew the creature 
and returned it as two, both of which have managed 
to hang on, even though enjoying but an indifferent 
hold today. The rhinoceros is the rarest creature 
in or out of captivity, and the buffalo and bison are 
hut shadows of their former abundance. The water 
buffalo of the Philippines is probably the most 
numerous representative of the genus.

Fairie’s Lady Shipper Orchid, lost to the 
world for a hundred years and now foxid 
again by the British military expedition m 
Tibet, “the Roof of the World.” The Brit- 
ish found it growing upon the rocky sides of 
the great Himalayas, within the shadow of 
Mount: Everest, the highest mountain in the 
world. They carried tt to Calcutta, whence 
it went to England. It has just been added to 
the orchid collection at Brownhurst, in Kirk- 
wood, St. Louis County, the owner of this St. 
Louis nursery having acquired the prize at a 
London auction. 


YEAR ago Fairie’s Lady Slipper Orchid, 

pareht of some of the most beautiful of the 

hybrid orchids, was accounted lost. For 50 
years there had been less than a half dozen plants 
of it known to floriculture, and these had narrowed 
down last year to two sickly plants in Paris, 
neither having enough life to flower. 

“Indeed,” say the Brownhurst people, “they were 
nothing more than-two little stems. They would 
have been thrown away. had it not been for the re- 
luctance of orchidists to give up this beautiful 
plant, which had once been in their nurseries and 
had so enriched orchid culture all over the world.” 

Last year there was received in London, the

orchid market of the world, the news that a British 
officer who went to Tibet with Younghusband had 
rediscovered the long-lost Fairie’s Lady Slipper Or- 
chid and that specimens of it were on their way to 
Calcutta, from the Province of Bhutan, up in the 
Himalayas. - 

The distance from Bhutan, which is in the ex- 
treme northeast of India, down to, Calcutta, is 
enormous. Considering the method of traveling in 
upper India, it is a matter of much time for any- 
thing to progress by freight or express from Dar- 
jeeling, the metropolis of the Himalaya country, 
down to Calcutta. 

In the time between the announcement of the 
discovery and the arrival of the specimens at (al- 
cutta, the orchid -world was agog with speculation. 
Lacking details and proofs, most of the experts 
were incredulous. They did not believe Fairie’s 
Lady Slipper Orchid had been rediscovered. They 
asked how an army officer would know it if he saw 
it, having never seen one before and being, in a)) 
probability, unfamiliar with the pictures made be- 
fore the plant became virtually extinct. 

Others were more optimistic. There were eop- 
siderations which made the announcement reasona- 
ble. One of these was the world-wide ignorance of 
this fine orchid’s native habitat. The fact that i¢ 
had once been brought to civilization, had flowered 
there and then become extinct, and had never 
turned up again, argued to them its native ocoyr. 
wence in some remote corner of the world like Tibet. 
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great orchid nurseries of Europe. 

The chance existed, too, that there might have 
been: with Younghusband some Englishman who 
knew orchids and who would appreciate his oppor- 
tunity if he ran upon the lost Fairie’s Lady Slip- 
per. The fact that this name had been given for 
the orchid found in Tibet justified believing that 
the discoverer must have known what he had 
found, else he would not have known anything of 
the name. 

In the course of time there were received at: the 
Royal Botanical Gardens, at Calcutta, several of 
the precious plants. They were sent by G. C. Sea- 
right, an engineer on duty in the District of Chum- 
bri, western Bhutan. The experts at the garden 
unhesitatingly confirmed the announcement’ that 
these were the real Fairie’s Lady Slipper Orchid. 
The news that doubt had been removed was re- 
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only a few specimens were immediately available, 
=the certainty that others would follow out of 
“Tibet naturally had the effect of lessening the 


value of those received. . There has been for years 
a standing reward of $1000 for the restoration of 
this orchid, but it was not paid, the discoverer re- 
fusing exclusive ownership. 

Mr. Searight has not told the story as fully as 
the orchidists would like to know it. From what 
he has written and from what is otherwise known, 
it is accepted that Tibet has always been the hab- 
‘tat of this orchid. If that is true, the first speci- 
mens of it which appeared in Burope must have 
been brought out of Tibet. But when and by 
whom, no one knows. It must have been long ago 
—perhaps centuries. 

It is not impossible that the explorer who 
brought them out was the celebrated Marco Polo, 
who went from Italy through Persia, Afghanistan, 
Tibet and China 600 years ago. It is only @ sur- 
mise that he might have been the original discov- 
erer of the prized orchid of Tibet, but, in the ab- 
sence of any better theory, it is not unacceptable.

ofthe earth have been hunting for hundreds of 


years. No other orchid, and indeed, no other plant, 


trates the extreme west of Bhutan, and the river 
flows through what is perhaps the most rugged 
country in the world. At any rate, the mountains 
which tower over it are the highest man knows 
anything about, the head of Mount Everest rising 
almost’ five miles above the level of the sea. 

Aside from the value of the plant for ite own 
beauty and rarity, the find in Tibet is valuable 
for the developments of the plant whieh will result. 
Hitherto the Lady Slipper Orchids have been so 
rare and so tremendously valuable that the Bur- 
banks of orchidry could not afford to do any ex- 
perimenting with them. Now, with the habitat 
of the plant discovered, even in such a wonderfully 
remote place as Tibet, the possibilities of culti-. 
vating such a fine orchid will be eagerly worked 
out. 

The plant at St. Louis has flowered since it was 
brought from England, being the first Fairie’s Lady 
Slipper Orchid to flower on the American conti- 


nent. The flower is delicately beautiful, soft pur: — 


ples dominating the colors. 

The pollen of this prized flower is in great de- 
mand, and the supply is being carefully distributed 
among those orchidists who will give the world |
